marive Words of Statures. By the Star. of Mſ2gz4 Char- 
ta C. 11. 'Tis enatted, That Common plcas {hk not follow 
or be ſued zu the Kings-Bench, which 15 a general Nega- 
rive, yet it 1s holden to be clear in Law, Thar the 
King 15 nor within theſe general Words, and may fue 
1n his Bench, or any other Court at his Pleaſure. The 
Srarute of wincbeſter 15 a general Statuce , Toat the Hun 
ared , &c. ſhall mabe Satisfattion for all Robberies and 
Fellonies, within the Hundred, yet it is Reſolved, That Þs 
the Hundreds ſhall make no SarisfaRtion for the Robbe- Þ! 
ries of an Houſe, becauſe the Houſe was the owners 
Caſtle, and he migkt have defended himſelf, and pre» 
ſerved his Goods. Befides this Clauſe in the faid AR, 
That all and every thing done, 07 to be done, for the Pro- Þ 
Toguing or Difſelting of this preſent Parliament, contrary Wet 
te this preſent Att, ſhall be atterly voyd and of none Eff: : 
By which it appears, That che cauſe of Diſſolution , 
which rhey intended to prevent, was ſomerhing tchat'F 
ſhould confiſt in Aﬀion, by the words, Thing or Things 
done, or to be donez which words can only he ap- 
plicable to an Attual diſſolutton by the Kings pleaſure:

jon Þ Pretexrt of ſuch Power?, were illegal, and the ad- 
no ging any Perſon to death, and Executing them was 
end Feaſon,and wilful Murther. Thirdly, That the ſaid Com- 
dns had nopower to make any great Scal of England, 
| that all Commiſſions gramced under their great Seal, 
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were - illegal, and all Proceedings in Law vu 
Writs zull and voyd, to all intentsand f 
That the denyal vf the King's Title ro the Crown, 
the plorring to deprive him of it, and the ſetring ir 
onthe Head of another, was High Treafon, and wit 
the Stat. 25th. £4. 3. Ch. 2. as likewiſe their Subvert 
the fundamental Laws of the Land, and introducing 
Arbitrary and Tyranaical Government, was High Tre:

Bur the people 
zercrally ſeemed diſpleaſed art this Alteration of the 
overnment, and Reineidſox Lord Major of the City re- 
uied ro publiſh their A& for aboliſhing of Monarchy, 
* thifior wh ch he was diſcharged of his Office, and with 
catwo Aldermen ſent ro the Tower,and Andrews was cho- 
Wen in his ſtead ; upon this the Rampers pur forth a 
ridhpew Declaration, to juſtifie cheir Proceedings, calling 
-n hem, A Deliverance of the people from the Bondage 
-anÞat was brought in by the Norman Conqueſt, and their 
Mlintenance of the ancient Laws, notwithſtanding their 
f th{\leeration of ſome forms of the Regality, which anch- 
jr at Laws might conſiſt very well with a Republick, and 
that they had only aboliſhed their Abuſes, promiſing ro

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thorowout the Realm. Then theit- Great Seal came 
forth, having on one ' ſide a Cro(s and Harp, for the 
Arms of Exglaxd and' trelaud, with this Inſcription: 
The Great Sex! of England. And —_— ſide, was 
the PiRure of the Commons, with Theſe words : 1 the 
Fiſt year of Freedom by Go1''s bleſſing reſtored, 1648. Like. 
wiſe they cauſed anew Coyn to be minted, and ſtam- 
ped their Money with a Croſs and -Harp, inſtead of the 
King's Effigies, with this Motto : God with 4s. Then 
they rook away all Clauſes 1n any former Ads, for the 
taking tke Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and 
made them nu!ll, and a new Oath framed and tendred 
©© all that were ro have any publick place of Truſt, and 
aſſumed to themtclves both Judicial and Legiflative pow- 
er of rhe King, and both Houſes of Parliament, and the 
Executive power they commitred to a Council of State 
of ſorry Perſons, of the moſt Attive men inthe Army, 
and others of detperate Fortunes. 

Six of the Judges, ©iz. Juſtice Baron, Brown, Bra 
ginfeld, Creſwell, Trevor , and Athirs, quitred their pla- 
ces, not being able to bring their Coniciences tro AR un- 
der this Arbitrary and illegal power ; fix orher of them 
continued, who were Juſtice Koi, St. Fobns, Phe:{an, 
Baron #r4id, and Baron 2:1t:5. 

To their nes Council of State, they gave Power to 
Cammand, and feitle the Militia of Ergiznd . and Irv 
tend: Power to fer forth Ships, and ſuch a Confidera- 
ble Navy as they ſhould think fir. Power to appoim 
Magiſtrates and ſtores for Erg/and and 1:{:n4 ; and to 
diſpoſe of them for the Service of the Nation. And 
power to Execute a!l the powers given them for an 
whole Year to come. They had rwo Scals appointed, 
a-grear Seal and a Signet : Cromwe!! was made Chair- 
nay of this Commirree, and an Oath framed for every 
Member to take, to be true to the Parliament, ( as they 
termed themſcivres ) not to diſcloſe their Secrers, and 
to adhere to the preſent Sertlement of theGovernment 5 
a Republick without King or Houſe of Lords. About 
this time the. Officers of the Arwy at a. Counci 
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of War, debated, Wherher they ſhould not put-torhe 
Sword all that were of. the King's Parry, to iccure the 
Nation to theraſelves, and it was carried 1n the Negas» 
tive, but by two voyces, ſo near were they to a genes 
ral Maſſacre. And many Petitions cam«: from ſeveral 
Counties, that at leaſt three of the moſt eminent of 
the King's party, in cach County, might be pur to Deaths 
to free the Land from BlooJ-Guilrinels. 

Cromwel by this,as you may perceive,had gotten allthe 
exccu:'ve Power of the Kingdom 1nto his own Hand,and 
into :'c hands of his own Creacures of the Councel of 
S:atc, alrogerher rul-24 by him, and therefore it may be 
wondred at, that he did nor immediately fſerze the 
Crown, ard (cr himfelt in the Throne, which he now 
aſpired to : But things were not yer ripe, and the ſubcil 
Fox found ſuch a Levelling party in the Army, which 
he ſavy muſt firſt be Cruihed, who would never 1ndure 
ic; for chey were for dividing and ſharing all, as a Land 
ſu>2ued by them among themlclves, and for owning no 
Authority but the Sainrs, who were themſelves. Theſe 
begin to rip up the Miſcarriages of the Paritamentz and 
Cromwell, ro make them the more Odious, puts them 
upon all Things he believed would make them(o ro the 
Peop!e and Army. Oae of which was, the new Ere&ti» 
on of their moſt Tyrannical Court of Fuftice, for the 
Tryal of ſome of the Lords and others, whom they 
had itil! impriſoned for their Loyaley, The firſt was 
Duke H.imz.:2;, who had invaded England as you have 
heard ; wich him they ar firſt deal gently, hoping to 
have (crew'd out of him the Names of ſome Eminene 
men in England, thar they thought might have invited 
him in, Bur he either not able or willing in n_—_ 
to give them Satisfa&ion, and finding the Scots and Ave 
£ii:'s party to hare him, and ro defire his Head, he was 
Condemned, tho he pleaded,he had Quarter given him 
dy Lanbert upon Articles, and would have given a 
handred Thouſand pound to ſave his Life. Afﬀeer him 
was alſo tryed and Condemned che Earl of Hollazd, and 
that moſt Noble and Heroick Pcer the Lord Capel, bag 
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had eſcaped out of the Tower, but was reraken by means 
ef a perfdious Warer-man,ever after hared for ir.He plead- 

ed Arricles of ſurrender, but that was denyed him : then 
he pleaded ro be tryed at Common-Law,pur them in mind 
of Magn:chr a, Petition of right, and of the Fundament- 
al Laws of the Lan, and that of right he ought to be try- 
ed by his Peers, urging them to ſhew a Preſident of any 
ſuch Tryal by an Arbitrary Court of Juſtice, as they ca!l- 
ed it. Hetali'd ro deaf Statues, for he was roo gallant a 
Man, and roo Atve, and Lorval, to be permi:red to Live, 
On the gtb. of M27: theſe three Lords Duke H255/:on.the 
Earl of H-{:n{,and rhis Noble Lord much lamented were 
put to Death,on 2 Scaffold in the Pallace-yard 1n Weſtmin- 
fter,by ſevering their Heads from their Bodies. Ir is re- 
markable that this Lord dved with much Courage and 
Chriſtianiry, being nothing daunted at Death. The Earl of 
Norwich and Sr. bn Owen were pardoned,by Vote of the 
Houſe, the Far! of Norrich having his Life by the caſting 
Voyce of Lintha! the Speaker only.

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hand: with them, and juſtifie it by their lives and fors 
rtunes,. they having adviſed him to ir. He told them, thar 
when he went to the Houſe, he did not think ro'do it,. 
but perceiving the Spirit of God fo ſtrongly upon him, 
he would no longer conſult Fleſh and Blood ; for the 
Parliament intended. to, have perpetuated themſelves, 
This ARton of his, tho arbitrary, 1[legal, and tyranni- 
cal, was generally applauded by all ſorts of people, theſe 
Rumpers were grown ſo very odious by their tyrannick. 
Uſurparion, And.rhe King's Friends both ar home and 
abroad, were not a hitle joyful to ſeethts Turn, and to 
behold them dethroned and trampled on, even in the 
midſt of their Laurels, obtained for their ViRories over 
the Ditch. 'Grievous Mutrering they kept for this vio- Yo 
lence done tothem by their Servant, as they fiiled him, Fa 
thinking it rone, when he did the like torthoſe ſecluded 
Members, that would not vote with them againſt che BA 
King : but as madas they were, they ſaw no help for it, Bp: 
and. it was nog poſſible for them to get together, tho chey £ © 
would not own themſclves diſſolved ; and thus our uſur- Jt 
ping Funto went out like. a Snuff, with a Stink, ſmelling 
very unſavourly in the Noftrils of the whole Nation. 
Thus far have TI traced out to you, the Lines of the 
Image of Arbitrary, and Tyrannick Uſurpation, and how 
ugly and grim a Repreſentation it 15s, you who have ſeen 
i rruly delineated may judge. You have ſeen this Tirular 
Parliament unjuſtly ſeize upon the Government, by mur- 
thering their King, and againſtall Laws thruſt out rwo of 
the Scates of the Land, the Lords Spiritual firſt, and 
then the Lords temporal, and having now graſp'd the 
Government with rapacious hands, with the like In- 
juſtice and Arbitrarine(s, turn the greater part of their 
own Members out of Doors, and rule by a few bloody 
and tyrannical Uſurpers. You have likewiſe ſeen after 
what manner they have ſwayed the three Nations, by 
"their own Arbitrary Wills and Pleaſures, as ſo many law- 
leſs Tyrants, upholding an Army only tocut the Peoples 
Throats, and to over-awe them, burthening them with 
Taxes, and oppreſſing them with a ſtanding Army, _ 
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free Quarter, taking away their lives by an Arbitrary 
Ourt of Juſtice, contrary to: the known Laws of the* 


. BLatid, robbing and ſpoiling all men of their Eftates,: 


thar oppoſed them, filling the Jayb-thorowotx the three! 
Kingdoms: with Priſoners: The Liberries of: theSubjett: 
overthrown, Magna Charts, and all' rhe Laws and An-' 
cient Conſtiturions of Pay/iaments trodden under foot, 
and diſregarded, ſo as no man could call any thing his 
own: And in fine, all the People of England made 
Slaves, by theſe the Kyepers of their Liberties 3 fo thar It 
was no wonder, that chere was a general rejoycing at: 
their fall, tho as yer it was but our'of the Frying-pan mn»! 
to the Fire, having exchanged rwo hundred Tyranrs for: 
one, as Lawleſs, Boundleſs, and Arbitrary as they 3 oF 
a Runp for an Oliver. 

I ſhould now proceed to give a turther Diſplay of this 
Arbitrary and Tyrannical Government, under the Uſur- 
pation of Oliver Cromwell, who had pul'd theſe down,

- And I will begin with Oliver Cromwell, the Lucifer of 
the reſt, who our-witted them all, and ruled by himſelf; 
wich greater Power, and more. abſolute Sway, than ever 
any Monarch of England did. He was very well de- 
ſcended, of a Knighrly Family, in the County of Hy- 
tington, being born in S, Jabn's Pariſh in the Town of 
Huntington, the twenty fifth of 4571, 1599, being the 
Son of Mr, Robert Cromwell; who was the third Son of 


Sir Henry Cromwel!, a Gentle min of great worthy honok 


red and beloved in Court and Country, whole eldeſt Son 
Sir Gliver Cromwell, a Gentleman well known-for his 
Loyalry, and Uncle to this our Gliver, was his Gods 
father, and gave him his Name. His. Mother was the

Daughter of Sir Richard Stew.vd, of Ely. They there- 
fore were much miſtaken, who ſaid he was the Son of a 
Brewer, tho indeed his Mother, ( even in his Father's 
Life-rnne:) did manage a-Brew-Houſe, by their Servants, 
and afrer her Hatbands death, continued the fame, as an 
honeſt-means of Livelyhood, the Parrimony of a young- 
er Brother: being but ſmall. He was obſerved in his 
Youth to be ambitious, willful and head-ſtrong, which 
improved with his years, and always, and uporr all oc- 
cafons exerciſed the Impoſtor,under the mack of Hy- 
crifie. However, he was bred at School, where he gar 
e {martering in the Rudiments of Learning, but was 
fo violenr-and head-ſtrong, and ſo very prone to robbing 
Orchards. and Dove-Houſes, that he grew the terror of 
the Country, and paſt his Turor's Correion. It was 
abour that rime he dream'd he ſhould be King of England; 
if- 1t were not more than a Dream, a ſuggeſtion of ſome 
evil Spirit; for he would often confidently report it in his 
Youth, thorebuked by his Father for it, and flaſh'd by 
his: Maſter Dr. B:xnard, for' his conſtant avouching it, 
An: a&tmg- in a Play in the School, going. beyond his 
Cue; -herook a Crown, and pur it on his own Head, 
and as if -inſpired, ſpake ſome big words with great au- 
thority. Thence he was tranſlated ro Cambridge, where 
he was more noted for Foor-ball, Cudgelling , and 
Wreſt!ing, than for his Studics, ro which he lirtle gave 
his mind; and after his Father's death left the Univerſ) 
ry; and returning. home, fell to all manner of Licent! 
ouſneſs and Debauchery, and grew fo diſtaſiful ro hy 
Mother- and Neighbeurhood, that ſhe ſent him away tt 
London, and enters him into Lixcolns-Inn; intending t0 
make him a Lawyer; burt finding this place nor agreeabl 
to his humor, he ſtayed not long before he returned bac 
Into the .Country, where he fell to his old Trade-of D 
bauchery, always fighting, and in Quarrels, tho with 
Pedlars, Tinkers, and ſuch like Fellows, killful in band- 
hog the Quarter-Staff, ſo that none could - over-martct 
him.

Bur for his 
Courage and Reſolution, .and ſkill in Martial Diſcipline, 
that is not to be queſtionedzanc tho I cannot think lie reals 
ly embraced any Religion, as his parricular Judgment, 
yet he embraced all that he found ſubſervienr ro his Ends, 
as may be perceived by his Atings and Intreagues, with

Power on himſclf as a Monarch. One of their 
Ads was, that none ſhould be married without a 
_—_ of Peace, and the Banes asked in the 

arket-place three ſeveral Market-dajes. Thus 
the Prieſthood was invaded, and placed in the 
Civil Magiſtrate. Then they took off the Penal 
Law of the Engagement, to acknowledge the late 
Rump , whereby 1t was ordered, that no man 
ſhould be admitted to ſue in Law, in any Court, 
that had not taken 1t. They voted agpainſt 


Tythes and the Univerſities as Antichriſtian. They 


alſo were going in hand with cancelling the 
Law, and all Law Books, and ſo make a new 
Code more be their own turns, and for the 
eſtabliſhing of Saints, as they called them- 
ſelves. They were alſo upon making an AR, that 
one Parliament fhould upon their diffolving, have 
power to call another, and ſo to make Parlia- 
ments perpetual. This was not to be endured 
by the Olzverian Party, who expeted now to 
ſolace themſelves under the ſhadow of his great- 
neſs. And on the twelfth of December this Party 
in the Houſe with the Speaker, made a Motion 
for their diffolution, declaring hat their ſitting 
any longer would not be for the good of the Na- 
tion. Many of the Committee Blades hardly _— in 
their 
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.as they called it, and ſhewing they 
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their ſeats were ſtartled at it, theſe began to 
ſtand up , ſtifly pleading for the Cauſe of God, 
could nor 
leave the Commonwealth and the People of God 
committed to their charge ſo ſoon, which would 
leave them to utter ruine : and Hariſon and Squib 
a great Sequeſtrator, were very zealous in defence 
of their own Authority. Bur Oliver's Party, be- 
ing the greater, aroſe, and with their Speaker 
Rows left the Houſe, and the Fifth-monarchy 
Saints fitting in ir, who having ſought God, re- 
ſolved to continue fitting. Rows in the mean time 
with the Mace before him, and his Followers , 
go to Whitehall , and there reſign to Oliver the 
Inſtrument of Power he had given them, thar 
made them a Parliament , with notice how they 
had left their fellows fitting. Olrver returns them 
his thanks, and kindly receives their Preſent, and 
preſently diſpatches a Confident of his, Colonel 
White, with a Guard of Red-coates, to turn the 
fag end or Rump of this little Parliament out of 
the Houſe; who entring the Houſe commanded 
them in the name of the General to depart, de- 
claring them to be diflolved ; bur they told him 
they were upon earneſt buſineſs, and therefore 
detired that he would not diſturb them; for they 
were ſeeking God : to which he replied piſh, #s 
that all? "tis to no purpiſe, for God has not been 
within theſe walls ths twelve years, and fo fairly 
compelled them to go out of the Houſe, and to 
ſcek God ſomewhere elle. 

Abour four days after, the Officers of the Ar- 
my, had prepared an Inſtrument of Government, 
on which foundation they ereted their new Do- 
minion in a fingle Perſon, entreating their Gene- 
ral ro accept of the Government, under .the Ti- 
tle of Protefor of the Commonwealth of Englard, 
Scotland and Ireland; and thus a Rotation 1s 
made from a Republick , ” 2 fingle Perſon ; and 
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Arbitrary Tyranny, not the Monarchy 15 reſtored, 
and inſtead of the many Tyrants, one as bound- 
les 1s conſtituted by a Military Power. Good 
man, with his uſual diffimulation and Hypocrifie he 
refuſed it, with much ſeeming modeſty , what he 
ſo long had ſought and ambitioned , but being 
preſled, and by being made ſenſible of the great ne- 
ceſſiry of 1t, for the upholding the Nation, he 
at laſt accepts it, and 1s inſtalled with great pomp 
in Weſtminſter Hall, attended by the Lords Com- 
miſhioners of the great Seal, all the Judges in 
their Robes, the Serjeants and learned Counſellors 
at Law, the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Recorder 
of London, 1n their Scarlets, and all the chief Of- 
ficers of the Army : Being ſeated in a preat Chair 
of State, and the Inſtrument read unto him, this 
Oath was admimſtred. 7 promiſe in the preſence of 
God, not to wiolate or infringe the Matters and things 
contained in the Inſtrument, but to obſerve and cauſe 


* the ſame to be obſerved; and in all things, to the 


heft of my underſtanding, govern the Nation according 
$0 the Laws, Statutes, and Cuſtomes thereof; and 
to feeb thery peace, and to cauſe Fuſtice and Law to 
be equally adminiftred. But how well he kept this 


- Oath you may perceive by the ſequell of his, Reign. 


Having taken this Oath, pnttmg on his Hat, the 
Commiſſioners ſurrender into his Hand the grear 
Seal, and the Lord Mayor the Ciry Sword , and

Crimes ; For this Colonel ſuffered onely for the 
Crime of Loyalty, and was facrififed to Ol/zver's Fear 
and Policy. He dyed with great bravery, courage 
and undauntedneſs. 

This was Cromwel[s firſt bloudy remarke, and like 
an Uſurper ; who muſt maintain his illegal greatneſs, 
by illegal Arts. But dominion founded in 1nnocent 
bloud , cannot long ſtand , before the Avenger for 
bloud vifits it in his wrathfull Juſtice. About this 
time he takes care, there ſhall be a faithfull miniſtry, 
to his intereſt he means, therefore he ſets up a Com- 
pany of Tryers, the chief of which were Nye, Good- 
win, Hugh Peters, Manton, and others named as Com- 
miſſioners. Theſe make a Reformation among the 
Miniſtry , for humane Learning was rather a Crime 
than an help to any, for the queſtion was, had they 
Grace in their hearts ? Many good Livings were di- 
burthened of their Paſtours, and others of more 
Grace, and leſs Knowledge put in. I heard of one 
who had been Hebrew and Chaldee Reader, 1n Ox- 
ford, and knowing in all the Eaſtern Tongues, pur out 
of a good living for inſufficiency : He had jt ſeems 
not Grace equal to his Learning, or his Living had 
more Grace than he.

This Par- 
liament began to be very brisk upon the Government, 
and fell upon the Inſtrument, on which they made fo 
bad muſick, queſtioning 0lzver's power, that he could 
not indure it, and immediately ſent them a Recognt- 
tron, for every Member to take, before they fat, 
whereby they were not to meddle with the 
Government, as it was ſettled in a ſingle perſon, 
and the Parliament, nor with the militia, nor with 
perpetuating Parliaments, nor taking away Liberty 
of Conſcience. He told them alſo, thar a Free Par- 
liament was but. a term of Reciprocation, for that 
power which made him ProteFor, made them a Par- 
liament, and thereforehe was ſorry, they went about 
ro deſtroy the Settlement, and was forced to ſend 
them a Recognition , for _ Member to fign and 
ſeal, to prevent 1t. This ſtartled moſt of them, eſpe- 
cially the Commonwealths men, who all flew off, and 
of 4o0o ſcarce 200 appeared, though ar laſt ſeveral 
came dropping in, and made up 300, but they fell 
again upon®the ſame diſputes , notwithſtanding the 
Recognition.

Lambert was very bufſie in this Convention, endea- 
youring tooth and nail to have the Inſtrament confir- 
med by them, for thar the ProteForſhip being made 
ele&ive, he" himſelf ſtood moſt fair to be the next 
Candidate, but finding they would not drive, but be- 
gan to be as unruly, as Cromwel''s German Horſes, thar 
flung him out of the Coach-box, he threatned them, 
that he would call 4 or 5 Parliaments one after ano- 
ther, but ir ſhould be done, following Olzver's mena- 
cing ſteps to the Funto. There were ſome Common- 
wealth Officers in the Army, that had deſigned to 
have ſeiſed on Lambert, but Col. Pride betray'd them, 
who was privy to the buſineſs ; and Cromwell ſeeing 
he could doe no good with his Parliament, afſoon as 
ever the 5 months were out, diflolves them ; and then 
he takes from theſe, who had conſpired againſt Lam- 
bert, their Commiſſions, and ſeiſes on ſeveral others 
Commonwealths men, and Royaliſts, among whom 
was Major -Wildman, who was drawing up a Declara- 
tion, to ſhew the lawfulneſs of taking up Arms againſt 
Cromwell: and of the Royaliſts there were Sir John Pac= 
bington, Sir Fohn Littleton and others, which he im- 
priſoned for a new Conſpiracy ( as he faid ) againſt 
his Life : and Sir Tho. Harris was taken having a de- 
ſign of ſurpriſing of Shrewsbury. Penruddork and Grove 
at Salisbury, and in ſevcral other places, as at Hexam 
Moor, in Northumberland, and in Torkshire , where 
Sir Henry Slingsby was taken, all their deſigns being 
beforchand betray'd to Oliver : and many Priſons in 
the Weſt were filled with the common fort of people, 
from which, and from the Tower, and other places, 
many of them were ſent away to Foreign Plantations, 
and fold for Slaves, and many forceably carried away 
in Pen's Expedition, to be knockt neko head by the 
Mowrs.

Having thus ſuppreſt this Infurre&ion, which he

. Both Penruddoch and Grove when taken, ſurrendred 
themſelves to Unton Crook , upon promiſe of having 
their lives, but what ſignifies ſuch Promiſes with ſuch 
Perſons, who never kept thetr Faith ; theſe were brave 
and actve Loyaliſts, and therefore muſt not eſcape out 
of the bloudy Paws of the Uſurper.

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And now. on the 17th of September 1656, the ap- 
pointed time for the Meeting of the Parliament, thok 
who were Eleted met, and choſe for their Speaker 
Sir Thomas Widdringtmn. The Major-Generals had a 
great hand in chuſing this Parliament, who by their 
Arbitrary Power and Authority, cauſed whom they 
pleaſed to be choſen, and it was thought it was one 
of Cromowell's. policies ro Conſtirute them for that 
end, wanting a Parliament that might give hum money: 
Andalſo by their moſt tyrannical ſway they had ren- 
dred themſelves fo odious to the Royaliſts, that they 
deſired rather any other Government ſhould be than 
theſe Baſhaw's ;, and it was indeed thought to be one 
of Cromwelſs.policies in their Canſtitution, that their 
tyranny might cauſe his Iron yoke alone to fit more 
caſte 2 their necks, for he gave them up to the 
Parliament who abolifh'd them. 

His deſign of making himſelf King, and of wearing 
the-Imper1al Crown, and of becoming a legal Monarch, 
and of "tranſmitting 1c to his poſterity, now plainly 
was manifeſted, though God did not ſee 1t good, to 
ter the Iniquity of the Nation run on fo far, as to dif- 
inherit the right line, having in his Wiſedom re- 
folved to continue it, to the poſterity. of Charles the 
Martyr ; for though Cromwell knew, he had more 
Power, and greater Dominion, and was more abſo- 
tare than any King of England, yet the glorious Tirk 
of King, and the wearing of a Crown, was the defire 
of - his ambitious ſoul, not that it could add more ro 
His Power , bur he imagined, that by that means, he 
ſhould be accounted more legal, for that the Crown 
takes away all atraint, and that perhaps he might be 
able to' tranſmit it to his poſterity, and' make it he- 
reditary in-his own line.

printed and publiſhed, with the name of Alen to it, 
a disbanded Leveller, called Killing no Murther, which 
with notable Arguments proved the Lawfulneſs of 
Killing Cromwell, as an Uſurper and Tyrant , which 
book almoſt ſcared him our of his wits, and made 
him ever after afraid of every ſtratige face that came 
near him ; and made him betake himſelf ro theſe 
artifices, 'to affright aſſaſſmares by his ſeverity. Syn- 
dercomb being thus trepann'd and drawn 1n, by his 
Inſtruments, had prepared a Blunderbuſs, and had 
placed it ro ſhoot him 1n his Coach going to Hampton- 
Court ; and if that faile.1, he was to have fired White- 
Hall, by placing a Basket of combuſtible matter m 
the Chapel, with a train, all which 1s diſcovered; 
Symdercomb and his Companions ſeized, the Life-guard 
men confeſs the Plot, 'and are pardoned , Syndercomb 
is tryed for i at the upper Bench-bar, (as they then 
called it ) and convicted by the Witneſs of his fellow 
Conſpirators, he was Condemn'd to be Hang'd, Drawn 
and Quarter'd at Tybxrn, but before his Execution he 
was found dead, and poyſoned in the Tower, by him- 
felf as the Inqueſt of the Coroner found 1t, though by 
others ſu to be a fineneſs of Thuarlo's ; however, 
as 2 felo de ſe he was drawn art ani Horſes tail to Tower- 
hill, and there put into the ground under the Scaffold, 
and a Stake driven thorow his Body. This occaſt-

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very, the Parliament attending him at White-Hall in 
the Banquering-houſe, where a Congratulatory Ora- 
tion upon this occaſion was made to him.

Then the Socini- 
ans encreaſed, who denied the Divinity of Chriſt, 
one Biddle being infamous for thoſe Opinions : and 
ene Erbery, once a Miniſter, for Ranting, Then the 
Quakers began to grow numerous, under George: Fox 
their head , and-ſo troubleſome, that they diſquiered 
O0lrver himſelf, -who liked not their Antiminiſterial 
principles. But above the reſt, James Naylor was 
at this time remarkable, who grew to that height of

And now it might be wondred at, that Cromwel 
having this fair opportunity, did not accept of this 
proffer, ſo much urged ; no doubt but he moſt ea- 

ly defired 1t, yet was he fo cautious and fearfull, 
eſt rhar, like the Dog 1n the Fable, he ſhould fnarch 
too greedily at the ſhadow of Royalty, and ſhould 
loſe the boundleſs power or fubſtance of his Tyranny, 
or in ſeeking to fortifie his title, loſe his tenure : for 
he well underſtood the temper of the Army, and that 
by the means of Lambert ( who began to (ſmell out 
his defign, and fearing to Iofe the Succeflion promi- 
fed im) was ready tro Mutiny ; which if he ſhould 
loſe, he were undone, knowing all his title was main-

Then according to their new Mo- 
del, there was the other Houſe, for as yet they did 
not dare to call it a Houſe of Lords, which con- 
fiſted of his chiefeſt Favourites of the Army-Officers 
and others, and many pick'd out of the Houſe of 
Commons, ſome of them being of the excluded 
Commonmwealths-men, whom he _—_ to draw to 
his party by this obligation , about half a ſcore like- 
wiſe of the old Nobility were nominated, thinking 
to draw them in, but they refuſed ro come. The 
Houſes being thus altered in their Conſtitution, 
quickly let Cromwell ſce he was deceived in his 
hopes, for Hazelrig and others diſdaining his proffer'd 
Baronage, took their ſeats in the Commons Houle, 
where they thought they ſhould due more good ; 
and by which means the Commonwealths-men grew 
ſo high, that the orher Houſe was not taken norice 
of, bur fell to queſtioning all their fellows had done, 
during their Secluſion, and had the Meſſages of the 
other Houſe in contempt and derifion. And now 
the Humble Petition Advice was like to be over- 
thrown. The news of their proceedings ſo inraged 
the mind of 0/zver. ſeeing his great Hopes of being 
King ſo ſuddenly daſht, that contrary to the advice 
of his Council, he goes to them, and for haſte takes 
an Hackney-Coach, and cntring 1nto the other wm 
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and ſtanding under a Canopy of State, he ſends for 
the Commons to come to him 3; who being come, 
with much eagerneſs made them a long Speech 3 
__ being remarkable, I ſhall recite ſome few 
That the Lord was his witneſs ; his deſires of carry- 
ing on the affairs of the Nation, were for the ends of 
Mercy, Truth, Righteouſneſs and Peace , which he de- 
fired might be improved. That there was not a Man 
or Woman treading upon Engliſh Ground, could ſay that 
he fought the place of ProreFor , but he thought the 
Nations happy theretn. But that he was Petitioned 
thereunto by them, who had the Legiſlative Power, to 
tabe up 4 burthen- too heavy for any creature , there- 
fore did look they ſhould make it good to him. That 
he could ſay in the preſence of God, before whom they * 
were all but poor creeping Ants upon the Earth, he had 
rather have kept ſheep, than undertooh ſuch a place of 
Government as that was. That he had told them 
he would not undertabe it, unleſs he might have men 
that ſhould go between him and the Houſe of Commons, 
to prevent tumultuary ſpirits ; which was granted, and * 
he had named another Houſe , and that it was not 
Titles or Lords that they valued, but a Chriſtian and 
Engliſh Intereſt, who would be a hallance to them and 
themſelves, and of their own rank and quality, ring 
they loved England and Religion. That he thought 
had been doing his duty, and that they would be fatis- 
fied ; but if they were too high and tz law, they would 
nt be ſatisfied. That God hnew he had taken an Oath 
upm condition, expreſſed in the Government, and thought 
he had been upon a ſure foundation , and that the con- 
ſequence had been conſuſion if he had not done it.

priſe before hand, To theſe they returned antwer by 
their Chair-mwn , th2 Farl of Glencarn; thar they were 
not in a _condirion to engage for preterving the peace 
of the Country m his abſence; becaute rhey wanted Ar- 
mes : Yer they would endeavour ic wich all faithfulneſs: 
That they thought it nor prudent to engage themtelves 
n a war, which it unſucceſsfull wou'd be their ruin, 
or if protperous they knew nor what advantage ſhoa:d 
thereby accrew to them. But ro ſbew their good op1- 
nion of his fair intendment , they were content to lev 

monies , aud ro advance a year's Tax before-hand, 
Hereupon the General impowred the Lords and Gentry 
toarme themſelves;and ſome of them he privately farts.

For whilit Lambert enfls away his time 
unprofictably , Monk poſts himſelf at Cold-ftream, a no- 
table paſs upon the Tweed, where he kept his head Quar- 
ters, and being winter, where Lambert could not, without 
danger , com2 to difturb him, And on the other fide
